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Summary of sews trom the Far ast, 
ARRIVAL OF JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

The Japanese Embassy arrived at Washington on the 14th 
inst., and were received with grand military and civic display, 
seeming greatly delighted. Their interview with the President 
was to take place on the 16th inst. 


THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 

Intelligence has been received by the present mail of the 
receipt of the reply at Shanghai from the Pekin Government to 
the ultimatum forwarded by Mr. Bruce. The precise nature 
of it has not been made public, but it is reported to 
be unsatisfactory; and from the fact of the French 
General having returned to Hong Kong, it is therefore 
assumed that the expedition will at once move to the Gulf of 
Pecheli, General Hope Grant, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
British forces, arrived at Shanghai in the P. and O. chartered 
steamer Granada on tho 6th of April, with his staff, consisting 
of Col. Foley, Eng. Com. at Foreign Head-quarters ; Col. Wolse- 
ley, D.A., Q31.G.; Major Wilmot, Judge Advocate Gen.; Major 
Anson, A.DC.; Major Reboul, ‘Fr. Com. Eng. Head-Quarters ; 
Captain Grant, a.p.c,; Licut. Biddulph, Mil. Sec.; Lieut. John- 
son, RN., Naval a.p.c.; Rev. J. McGhee, Chaplain; Dr. Home; 
J. Mongan, Esq., Interpreter Attached to Head-Quarters. The 
transport Assistance, with the Royal Marine Artillery, arrived on 
the same day. The reinforcements at Hong Kong to 
report by this mail consist of 202 gunners, dri- 
vers, and seven officers, &c. with one 12-pounder Armstrong 
battery in charge of Licuteuaut-Colonel Barry from England 
by the overland route. From India, 844 men and officers of 
the 3rd Bengal Native Infantry, 105 officers and men of the 
Royal Artillery, 838 of the 2lst Madras Native Infantry, 517 
officers and men of H.M.’s 44th regiment, ten officers of H.M.’s 
31st regiment of foot. A great number of these arrivals have 
been landed on the Kowloon side of Hong Kong, waiting con- 
veyance for the north. The French transport Menommee had 
arrived from France with troops, and the remainder of the 
British and French expedition had reached Singapore en route 
to Hong Kong, and the next mail should bring us advices of 
the safo arrival of the whole. Up to the present time no 
causualty has been reported in cither tho naval or military 
portions of the expedition. 


















CHINA. 

SHANGHAI 
The London mail of the 10th of February was received here 
on the 31st March by Messrs. Dent and Co.’s steamer Yangtze. 
The English and Freuch forces are now arriving frum the 
south. A party of infantry with artillery are to be stationed 

here for the protection of the settlement, 

The city of Hangchow has been entered by the rebels, but 
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failing in obtaining possession, they were driven out: much 
slaughter taking place on both sides. That city is now oonsi- 
dered to be safe for the present, the assailants having spread 
throughout the surrounding country, which continues to be in 
‘an agitated state. Z : 

On or about the 9th March, the plenipotentiarics of England 
and France forwarded to the Governor-general of the province, 
for transmission to the Emperor, an ultimatum, demanding 
ample apology for the affair at the Peiho in June last, ratifica- 
tion of the treaties of Tientsin, indemnification for the destruc- 
tion of the vessels at Taku, &c, and a material guarantee for 
the faithful fulfilment of engagements. Thirty days are allowed 
for an unequivocal assent to the demands. 

From the returns from Shanghai for the past year, it appears 
that the import trade of that port amounted to the value of 
£15,124,928, and the export trade to £13.330,055. Of the 
import trade opium amounted to the value of £5,004,138. 

An action had been tricd in the Consular Court by Messrs. 
Smith, Kennedy, and Co., against Messrs. Bowman and Oo., for 
£81 5s, commission on giving up the consignment of the Chry- 
solite, from London, which was decided in favour of the plaintiff. 
Mr. Schmidt charged Mr, Dallas with the illegal possession of 
fifty horses which were intended for the use of the French 
forces, A verdict of “not proven” was returned. Messrs. 
Wetmore, Williams, and Co. brought an action against Messrs. 
Shaw, Bland, and Co, for the sum of 9,919 taels, aroount of 
guarantee on certain Chinese bank notes, which ended in a ver- 
dict in favour of the plaintiff. The Chinese firm of “Yang- 
tee-hang” brought an action against Messrs. Holliday, Wise, and 
Co., for 7,200 taels, the value of a chop of teas alleged to be 
out of condition. The plaintiff was ordered to refire it at his 
own cost. 








NINGPO. 

The following is the letter of a correspondent :—“ Quite a 
panic exists here now not on account of the gathering forces of 
the English and French, which seems to be regarded with com 
parative indifference, but on account of the pear approach of the 
“ long-haired rebels ” to Hangchow, the capital of this province. 
The rebels, who, no doubt, are through their spies, well posted 
up, with reference to the hostile preparations of the allies against 

, the Tartar dynasty, seem to have taken the present opportunity 
to enlarge the borders of their dominions. They are reported 
to be within a few miles of the walls of Hangchow. Their forces 
are said to be very strong, numbering, according to some reports, 
two hundred thousand. Some two thousand soldiers left Ningpo 
a few days since to join the Imperial army at Hangchow. At 
the latter place business it is said is stopped, and multitudes 
are fleeing from the city. The whole province is in consterna- 
tion, not so much from fear of immediate attack from the rebels, 
as from fear of the rising of local banditti, who always precede 
the rebel army for the purpose of plunder. From all accounts 
it would seem that the cause of the rebels was never on a firmer 
basis than at the present moment ; but what will be the end it 
is hard to divine. It is suggested by the North China Herald, 
in case Hicn-Fung, the present Tartar Emperor, flees from the 
capital op the approach of the allies, that friendly relations be 
established with the rebels; and inasmuch as they rule a tract 

. of country rich in teas and silk, a considerable amount of com- 
merce could be carried on with them; and there is reason to 
believe that their policy, with reference to foreign countries, 
would be much more liberal than that of the Tarturs. 

The French are about to occupy Chusan. Several French 
officers are now reconnoitering the harbour and island. It is 
the current report that they will take permanent possession of 
the island ; if so it will undoubtedly become the centre of the 
Roman Catholic missionary operations in China. This the 
people of the island will not like, for all who continue to adhere 
to their ancient religions, will be annoyed and persecuted by 
their Papist neighbours, to a degree beyond endurance. This 
they kuow from past experience. A few years since the annoy- 
ance experienced by the people from Romish converts (making 
use of the fear that their connection with foreigners inspired to 
extort money from their timid neighbours), led the islauders to 
rise en masse and repay the injury by taking the property, and 
pulling down the houses and chapels of the Romanists. At 
Finghai, the port of Chusan, there is now a Protestant mission 
station, and a church of about twenty members gathered, under 
the patronage of the Auicrican Baptist Missionary Union. 

SWATOW. 

The Chinese merchants at this place have had a serious dis- 

turbance with tie author at tle Castum-howe, which re- 
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sulted in the building being eutirely demolished. This following so. 
quickly after the affray with the British barque Chia Chin in 
dicates 8 bad system in its organization, which is probably 
attributable to the renegade seamen and sugh like men who are 
engaged on tha service.. Notwithstanding these serious dis- 
turbances, it will be seen from our Parliamentary Intelligence 
that Lord J. Russell is not yet aware of the existence of the 
Custom-house at this port. This new outrage will, however, 
serve to refresh his lordship’s memory. 








HONG KONG. 


The free emigration to the West Indies, under the auspices of 
Mr. Austin has been very prudently suspended during the S.W. 
monsoon and typboon season, from May to September. The 
interval will be availed of in perfecting arrangements for a large 
emigration next season. 

A few more acting appointments have been added to the 
already long list. Mr. Huffum, the judge’s clerk, is to officiate 
as Deputy Registrar of the Supreme Court, in place of Mr. 
Masson, [absent on sick leave, and Mr. T. Turner is to act as 
Clerk of the Court, in place of Mr. Weatherhead, absent on sick 
leave. No announcement has been made as to the office of 
Registrar, held by Mr. Alexander, who was lately appointed to 
the post of Acting Chief Magistrate, vice Mr. Mitchell, absent on 
sick leave.. The office of Auditor General, lately filled by My. 
Rennie, absent on sick leave, is to be held by Mr. Mitchell, the 
Acting Postmaster. 

Mr. Adams, the acting Chief Justice, has been elected a 
provisional member of the executive council. 

Mr. Tarrant is still confined in the debtors’ gaol, and we 
observe the following advertisement in the Dutly Press. The 
correspondence alluded to in our last has been laid before the 
Duke of Newcastle, but no reply has been received up to the 
present time. 


“The proprietor of the Friend of China takes this opportunity 
to express his regret, that in consequence of the proceedings of 
the Crown officers to coerce him into payment of certain costs 
allowed to Dr. Bridges for raising his-plea of justification in 
the action for libel on the Acting Governor Caine in September 
last, and the announcement to the proprietor through the gaol 
governor of his determination not to allow the publication of 
the paper during his incarceration, resulting in the loss of the 
services of the gentleman who had been engaged as sub-editor 
and manager (who was refused permission to see the proprietor 
in his cell). followed by the Court’s refusal to permit an appeal 
to the Queen in Privy Council against the charges ; it is not 
in his power at present to say when he will. be able to supply 
subscribers for the year 1859 with the papers due to them for 
the period paid in advance——Debtor's Gaol, Hong Kong, 13th

The notorious Amer. ship Afessenger, which left for Havana 
with coolies, has been the scene of @ fearful tragedy on her 
passage down the China sea, and if is reported that upwards 
of 100 were shot.

Mr. J. C. Power has been appointed to perform the duties of 
Colonial Treasurer during the absence of Mr. Forth, who pro- 
ceeds to England on medical certificate. Mr. J. Lowe, RN, 
has been appointed Marine Surveyor to Government, in the 
place of Mr. Loucy, who also proceeds to England. 

Mr, Murrow, the ed tor of the Daily Press, bas been com- 
mitted to take his trial at the criminal sessions for a libel on 
Mr. Caldwell. arising out of the publication of the following :— 
“If his acts were reconcileable to probity, or if his conduct 
could be explained, there might be a difference of opinion re- 
garding lim. This we submit to be almost impussible. ‘Tho 
employment of such a man lis naturally cast a stigma on the 
Governmment which sustains him® ‘His acts have been 
Mended with extortion and perjury.” ‘His great power of of- 
fence consi-ts in the thraldum in which he holds the Chinese 
population who bear him in such dread that they cannot be 
induced to give eviience aganst him. The secret of this 
power has beeu attributed to his adroitness in trumping up 
wainst such as may fiv in his face, and in obtaining false 
testimony to conviet thea of some crime real or in-aginary.

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The Singapore Free Press says :—* Orders have recently been 
received for pushing on the completion of the barracks on 
Government-hill, and steps are being taken for acquiring a large 
piece of ground about two miles from town on which it is 
intended to form a cantonment for European troops. We 
should be glad to learn that similar measures were about to be 
taken for making this a permanent naval station. The central 
position of Singapore as a place of rendezvous seems to be 
recognised, but its utility would have been much increased had 
there been more adequate means for the refit and coaling of 
men-of-war and transports. The jetty which was taken from 
Mr. Clunis does not admit of vessels of large size going along- 
side of it, and they have therefore to be coaled in the stream or 
at one of the P. and O.Co.’s wharves. A very moderate outlay 
would have made the Government independent of all such 
assistance, and the enlargement and completion of the dry dock, 
commenced by Mr. Clunis, would have furnished the means of 
overhauling vessels coming off the long voyage round the Cape, 
or repairing ships on the station, instead of being obliged to 
send them to Batavia, like the Zsk, or to avail of a private 
establishment, as in the case of the Saracen.” 

The Chiuese pepper and gambier planters in Johore make 
great complaints of the increasing inconvenience to which they 
are subjected owing to the numbers of their coolies carried off 
by tigers. They say they have now great difficulty in procur- 
ing coolies in sufficient numbers, and we do not wonder 
at this, when we are assured by a respectable plauter, 
that’ since Ist January, 1859, at least 1,500 Chinese 
have been killed by tigers in those parts of Johere 
where pepper and gambier plantations have been opened. On 
one river alone, inhabited by Chinese, no less thau 400 men 
were killed during the above period. This far exceeds the rate 
of mortality occasioned by tigers in Singapore. 

Another petition to Parliament for the transfer of the Straits 
Settlements to the Secretary of State for India is in course of 
signature. 

A fresh importation of convicts had taken place from 
Ceylon, at which great complaints are made by the com- 
munity. 


CANTON. 

Tho Custom-house steamer Cumfa, manned by Europeans, 
fred on a Chinese boat, killing four men. 

The price of rice at this port, and all others in the south of 
China, has risen nearly 100 per cent. 

It is reported that the French have received from the 
Chinese about two milions of dollars. No further particulars 
are given. , 

é MACAO, 

The case of the Emma has been brought to the following 
eonclusion by the umpire, Baron Cercal. The Daily Press 
saya :——The matter was viewed upon its broad grounds as a 
‘wanton, illegal, and unjustifiable arrest admitting of no excuse 
nor clemency. Facts, estimates, and figures were allowed to 
settle the matter, and the award is, that the owners take the 
vessel back, and that Chun Ahoy pays 19.000 dols. damages, 
besides all the law expenses on both sides, together with consu- 
lar fees, &. The idea will cost the poor man 30,000 dollars at 
least, in addition to a worldof anxiety and annoyance. At the 
game time, considering that the ship was nearly laden when she 
was arrested; that the owner and the master have been in 
Macao ever since, and that it will cost at least 10,000 dols. to 
put her to rights again, we consider the award a most righteous 
one, reflecting great credit on the umpire. 

The coolie ships Guadaloupe, Sigisbert Cezard, Brave Lour- 
mel, and Alevandre Delphine, bave ull left for Havana with a 
great many coolies short of what they could carry. 





COCHIN CHINA. 
Vessels continue to arrive for cargoes of rice for China. 
There is no news of any further hostilities. 


JAVA. 
BATAVIA, . 

Most of the troops engaged in the expedition to Boni had 
returned to Java. There had been considerable mortality 
amongst these troops from the climate; and the hard- 
ships of the campaign. The greatest tranquility pre- 
vailed in Celebes and the treaties with Luwu and Wajo were 
expected to be concluded very soon. The accounts from Ban- 
jermassing represent affairs in that quarter as being still ina 
very unsatisfactory state, although it is thought that the rebels 
are rather losing ground. Well-informed persons are of opin- 
ion that the whole affair would soon be ended, if the chiefs at 
Banjermassiug known to be favourable to Pangeran Hydayat 
were expelled, as little doubt is entertained that these chiefs 
keep him well informed of all that goes on at Banjermassing 
and of the intended operations against him. By an ordinance 
of the Governor-General in Council, dated 31st March, the 
importation of muskets and gunpowder into the ports of 
Sampit and Banjermassing is prohibited for one year. A Sura- 
bava paper asserts that a proclamation has been issued at Ban- 
jermassing, by which the Sultan Tamjied Ilah is declared to 
have forfeited his throne, and the Sultan’s territories to have 
passed into the poxsession of the Dutch Government. Rein- 
forcements of troops continued to be sent from Java to Banjer- 
massing. . ‘ 

The Singapore and Batavia electric cablo continues to work 
Batisfactorily, 


PENANG. 

His Honour the Governor has, during his short stay at this 
station, won golden opinions from all sorts of men, by the

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

The mails srrived this morning bring dates from Hong Kong 
to 14th April ; forty-three days en route. 

Business continues to be in the same unscttled state as an- 
nounced in our last. The rebels about Canton have very seri- 
ously increased their incursions, as also into the silk and tea 
districts in the neighbourhood of Shanghai, and everything in- 
dicates scarcity and increased cost of all China produce. 

From Japan the advices continue to be unsatisfactory, and 
we have no advices of the shipment of silk or any other 


produce. 
EXPORTS.

AFFRAY ON BOARD A COOLIB SHIP. 

While the American ship Staghound, from China to Havana 
with coolios, was lying at anchor off Anjer, a disturbance broke 
out amongst the crew, the chief mate being mortally wounded, 
while other serious injuries were inflicted. The master, who 
was very unwell, applied to the English war steamer Odin, 
Captain Lord John Hay, for assistance, wich was promptly 
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25 to 30 tacls; and the rest contract teas), The stock 
remaining unsold is composed almost entirely of re fired 
and repacked teas (say 4,000 chests Ningchow, and 3,000 
packages trashy and common). Of Flowery Pekoe, 400 pack- 
ages have been taken for shipment to London at 35 taels, leav- 
ing 1,000 packages in stock. Green Teas: the settlements of 
the fortnight have been upon a small scale (say 1,500 half 
chests and 1,000 boxes, one half being for Loudon and the 
other half for New York. The stock unsold of country teas is 
reduced to 10,000 packages. A large quantity of Japan tea has 
been imported for the purpose of being manipulated and packed 
for export. The quality of the leaf is described as very poor 
indeed. At Foo-chow-Foo the settlements of the fortnight are 
confined to 1,000 chests and 3,000 half chests of Congou at 
fully previous rates. The remaining unsold stock is hardly 
five thousand chests of Congou, and one thousand half 
chests of Oolong, very little of which is fit for shipment. 
The Star of the North and Troaz, were expected to load for 
England, and will probably be the last ships for the season. At 
Canton, the following sales are announced. Congou: 2 chops 
(one a fine Oopack at 35 taels, and the other a good Oonam at 
29 tacls.) Oolong: 1,500 half chests at 26 to 27 tacls. 
Souchong: 1,509 chests at 18 to 20 taels. Scented Teas: 
1,500 boxes Orange Pekoe at 20 to 24 taels, and 2,000 boxes 
at 154 to 17tacls. Canton Gunpowder: 2,500 boxes at 164 to 
21 tacls. Leaving unsold upon the market, 6 chops Cong®u ; 
500 boxes plain orange Pekoe; 1,000 half chests Oolong ; 150 
chests flowery Pekoe, and 4,000 packages Canton greens. 

Raw Sirx.—In consequence of the unsettled state of the 
interior, the silk men have sent forward supplies which 
were intended for native use; but owing to the ex- 
pected scarcity during the next season higher prices were | 
demanded. Foreigners, however, were not inclined to meet ! 
this. The settlements of the fortnight are reported at 
only 1,500 bales, The unsold stock is estimated 
at 5,000 bales against 6,500 bales same time last year. The 
total settlements to date are 58,500 bales, or 13,000 bales less 
than at corresponding period last season, although this scason’s 
export includes 3,500 bales Japan. The following are the cur- 
rent quotations :—Tsatlee, No. 1 taels, 440 to 450 picul; 2, 
415 to 430; 3, 395 to 410; 4, 370 to 385; 5, 350 to 360. 
Taysaam No 1, 370 to 380; 2, 350 to 360; 3, 325 to 340; 
4, 315 to 315; 5, 295 to 305. Throwns, best, 380 to 400; 
Layeungs, 380 to 395 ; Hong Tsatlee, 370 to 385 ; Shuhings, 
290 to320. At Canton: The demand is very limited, and 
Movements of the marauders have caused the silkmen tu re- 
move their property to Canton for safety ; prices have become 
much easier. The coming yield will be large, if not interfered 
with by the marauders, who have overrun the districts of pro- 
duction. Some rereeled Kumchook, suitable for shipment to the 
United States, has been settled at 460 dols. Other kinds can 
be had at a reduction, but uo settlements are reported 

Drugs, &c, Canton; The transactions generally have been 
very limited. Cussia Lignea: 400 piculs have been taken at 
17°75 w 18 dols., leaving 1,000 on the market; cassia Buds, 
Doninal, at 35 to 36 duls.; cassia oil, nominal, at 325 dols ; 
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star annisced. no stock ; atmiseed oil, nominal, at 1.90 dols. ; 
ve million: nominal, at 40 dols. Shanghai: Wool, scarce 
and wanted; rhubarb, none good to be had; camphor, none 
en the market aud wanted. 


IMPORTS. 

Ar SHaNncHal—there is little change to notice in the im- 
port market, the bankers not yet having resumed the issue of 
money orders ; the dealers are consequently unable to clear the 
goods which they had bought. to arrive, some time since. There 
has been sume inquiry for English shirtings at 1.9.4 to 1.96 
taels per piece for 6} catty gouds, but in the present unsettled 
state of our pulitical relations, we cannot look for a steady de- 
mand for any description of manufactured goods, Stocks in 
the hands of importers are accumulating, as the deliveries are 
now falling off considerably, whilst three vessels with further 
supplics have arrived during the fortnight. A considerable 
quantity of gvods out of the arrivals has been landed in a 
sea-damaged state, and will require be sold by auction, 
which wil further tend to depress the market. Coloured 
and fancy goods are quite uusaleable, with large stocks in 
first and sccond bands; for woollens, long ells, and camlets, 
there is no inquiry. Metals, also, are neglected, and iron is not 
likely to improve, the quantity on the way out being consider- 
able. The deliveries of the fortnight are as under :—Shirtings : 
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25,000 pieces grey and 4,500 pieces white; T-cloths, 5,500 
pieces, American goods: 7,000 pieces drill and 1,000 pieces 
sheetings. These goods were sold previously to the panic. The 
quotations given are the rates at which last sales were made, 
and are decidedly nominal. 

At Canton.—Under the pressure of circumstances there has 
been more business done than might have been expected ; but 
the contiguity of Hong Kong as adepot eases the Canton 
market, aud prevents its being forced. The following are the 
salhs of the fortnight :—Cotton yarn, 450 bales; shirtings, 
3,5v0 pieces grey, and 500 pieces white ; T-cloths, 1,300 
pieces; American goods, 2,000 pieces drills; Woollens, 60 
pieces long ells and 200 pieces lastings. Metals: iron—1,700 
piculs nail rod, 500 piculs bar and bolt, 250 piculs hoop, and 
200 picula wire ; Tin plates, 100 boxes ; and quicksilver, 250 
flusks. Straits produce: Rattans, 500 piculs ; betel nut, 1,500 
piculs ; sandal wood, 100 piculs. 

Amoy.—Sales for the month : Cotton yarn, 200 bales (stock, 
500 bales) ; shirtings, 4,500 pieces grey and 1,500 pieces white ; 
T-cloths, 2,000 pieces ; woollens, 180 pieces Spanish stripe and

Ar Mantra.—Tho expected direct supplies of British ma- 
nufactures still kept out—stocks consequently continued small, 
and sales to arrive bad been made to a fair extent at remune- 
rating rates. The small stock on the market. and the usual 
iuterruption to business caused by the Easter holidays had 
naturally resulted in the transactions in imports being restricted. 
The demand was, however, considered buoyant, and prospects 
encouraging. The Export market—Sugar: Current clayed. 
The only transaction reported since last mail is a contract for 
4,000 piculs, deliverable within two months, at 5,75 dols per. 
picul, aud at this price dealers are sellers of a considerable 
quantity, but shippers generally hold off. Last sales of pro- 
vince sugars show a small decline, say Taal, 3.60 dols, and Zebu 
and Yloylo 3.81} dols. per picul. Coffee—A small sale is re- 
ported at 14,28 per picul Hemp.—Receipts continue large, 
those to 31st ult. having been 153,251 piculs against 135,180 
piculs in the same period of last year, quotations are rather 
lower, say 4.25 dols. and 4.31} dols. per picul for current 
quality, and 4.65 dols, and 4.75 dols. for good. 

Ar SincaPore.—The transactions in European manufactares 
have been on an unusually small scale during the fortnight, 
and the Junk traders do not appear to have commenced their 
purchases as yet. Stocks generally are not very heavy, as will 
be seen from the annexed list, and importers are not disposed 
to give way in prices in face of the high cost of goods in the 
home markets, so that prices have undergone little change. 
In exports during the early part of the fortnight little business 
was dune in produce, the expected rise in exchange, and ex- 
treme scarcity of money preventing operations at late prices. 
Within the last few days, rates have given way, and purchases 
to fairexteut have been made of most of the priucipal articles,

CASUALTIES. 

The following is a description of the reef in the China sea on which the 
clipper ship Fi ry Cross, of Glasgow, struck, on the night of the 4th of 
March last. It lies in lat. 9 deg. 32 m. N., and long. 112 deg. 47 m. EB, 
and is about's mile in extent, with the direction north-east and south-west. 
When the ves-el struck there was no broken water, nor any app-arance to 
indicate a shoal. At low-water several small rocks or stones were a-wash, 
one about two or three feet above water. The Fiery Cross struck near the 
northeast end of the reef. 

Hoxe Koxa.—The steamer Shamrock. of Macoa, on her passage from 
Amoy to Hong Kong, was run on shore through the incapacity of a Chinese 
pilot, on “sand bar,” under Black Head, near Namoa, on the 23rd of 
March, and was abandoned. Crew rescued by the gun-boat Kestrel. 

Ninaro.—Mr. Davideon’s lorcha, Silvery Cross, has been taken by 
Pirates in Bullock Harbour, the master and other Raropeans, and one 
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Chinaman, who were on board, have been murdered, the rest escaped, 
‘Lhere many pirates cruising between Nipgpo and the Yung-ts -kiang. 

Sinoarony,—The American ship Marion, for Hong Kong, sprung a leak 
when a considerable way up the China Sea. She is also striined, and all

THE FILIBUSTERING EXPEDITION OF TAM ACHOY 
AND CAPTAIN BAKER FROM HONG KONG TO THE 
CHINESE VILLAGE OF SUN-NING.

Qur readers may perhaps have forgotten this affair, which 
occurred in January last, but as we believe there is some inten- 
tion of bringing the matter before Parliament, we give the three 
articles on the subject published in the China Mail, at Hong 
Kong, which throw considerable light on the matter. Thenar- 
rative of the expedition, gained from other sources, is as fol- 
lows :—The British steamer Sir Jameetjee Jeejeebhoy, of Hong 
Kong, accompanied by about a dozen lorchas, manned by 
foreigners and Chinese, proceeded to the village called Chou 
Chin, a few miles down the west coast. The villagers, or 
alleged pirates, mustered some 4,000 strong, and on the land- 
ing of a portion of the crews they were met and driven back to 
their boats, losing three Europeans ; viz., George Millican, an 
Australian ; George Robinson, and George Levet, Englishmen, 
and thirty-seven Manilamen and Chinese. After this the vil- 
Ingers proceeded to inflict cruel chastisement on the surround- 
ing villages which were suspected of having aided and abetted 
the attack. and it is said killed men, women, and children, and 
burned their homesteads, These are the facts of the case ; com- 
ment must be reserved:— 

We have ‘requently calle the attention of our readersto the system of 
clan fights which exists on the mainland. Something of this kind had been 

jing on f ra long time in some villages to the west of Macao, between the 

kas and Puntis; Tam Achoy, one of the latter, is a noted resident of 
Hong Kong, and he lately took it int his head to charter a steamer flyiny 
the British Hag and to engage a number of European sailors, Manilamen and 
Portuguese, in order to attack the Ha: kas, under the allegation that they 
‘wore pira:es, His party were ‘epulsed. and three of the Buropeans, with a 
number of the others, were killed He intended to organise a larger expedi- 
tin, ut fortunately the Hong Ko g Government cot intelligence of it, and 
Tam Achoy, with the captain of the steamer »nd the men who had en.aged 
in fighting, were arrested and brouzh to trial for violation of the foreign 
enlistment act. They a!l appear to have acted in ignorance, and are not to be 
harshly judged ; but i: is ovident that this buccanesring interference with 
the affairs of China cannot be alowed, even though the example has been 
set by some of her Majesty’s gunboats under the direction of the so-called 
Protector of Chinese, — C/ina Mail, Jan. 30.

Jescebhoy, and nearly a dozen seamen accused o: participating in the attack 
en the villagers »t Sun-ning, ave been committe: for trial at the Sup eme 
Court, on a charge of misdemeanour, that of murder having fallen through ;

TRIAL AT THE SUPREMB COURT. 

The case of Tam Achoy, Captain Baker, and a number of Ameri an and 
Baropean sailors who had ngaged in a raid against a Chinese vill. ge near 
Macao, came be ore th- Supreme Qourt on Tuesday ‘ast (21st Feb.), and 
resulted in their pleading guil y of the misdemeanour with which they were 
charged. The Court, on cousiderati n of the circumstances, oo a lenient 
view o ther cas, and only bound them over to appear for judgment should 
th tbe r quired by their axain engaying in an u dertaking of the same 
kid, To this ju 'gment we have no objection to make; it is well that the 
offenders have not been turther punished ; but there @ ¢ some undeniable 
aspects of the «ase which are worthy of a litle wublicity and notice, A 
contemporary has stated that the case “ was quashed on Iw points ;” but if 
it was, that has not appeared; while more important facts, whic: have been 
long known to us privat Iv, were brought ous in court.

W. feel sasured thut T m Achoy’s application was ever referred to his Bx- 
celloncy the iovernor, andals: thatif it had been, his Excellency would never 
have been so actuated !-y dread of doing anything in Hong Kong us toallow 
respectable nen to all into crimes rather than commit bimeelfin any way, nor 
by such an insane desire -o meddle with Chi ese affairsas to givet esl'ghtest 
countenance to Ruro} interference in di-putes on the mainland. To the 
best of our belief sir Hercules Kobinson conducted him-elf in this 
matter in amenner worthy o hie high position; and if, ast ese affi avits 
appeared to assert, certain «fficials have compromised the Gove nment to 
some extent, and given enc-uragement to lawless and illeg:1 acts, we can 
only trust that tueir official -uperiors will s © exactly » hat their qualifications 
are, and how far their experience is to br relied on in this place.

There are three political questions that now occupy the 
public mind in France. Each of these three questions is as 
unanswerable as it is important, and is difficult of probable so- 
lation exaetly in ratio to the mystery and love for upexpeeted 
and surprising effects which have for some time past character- 
ised the diplomacy of the Emperor upon all occasions. The 
firat of the three is—what is the real meaning of his newly- 
born desire for a rapprochement towards Prussia and Aus- 
tria? Secondly—what is he about te do in conjunction with 
Russia, and probably other Powers, respecting Turkey? and 
thirdly—what are his intentions with regard to Garibaldi and 
the Sicilian business ? 

Upon the first point, were he anybody else but. Louis Na- 
poleon, the worki would at once say he was a wise and 
prudent sovereign, using all the influence of his high 
position for the benefit of his people. Somehow or other 
there are many who cannot yet get rid of the habit of always 
suspecting him of ulterior motives, and so he gets invidiously 
talked about, even in his best moments. 

Tt appears that the Cabinet of the Tuileri s recently made overtures to the 
Courts of Viewns and Berlin, based on the interests of. France, and testi- 
fying the m-e ardent desire on the part of that State to come toan ender 
étanding with Germany and its two Great Powers, Alter viving the most 
positive assurance that Fr.mea had not the least idea of obtaining aay medi- 
fication of her eastern frontier, great stre s wae laid on the numerous inter- 
ests, political and material, which rendered a good accord between France 
and Grmany mest desirable for both parties, ard hopes were expr ased 
that Austria and Pra sia would duly appre iate this advance on the part of 
France, and meet it in a friendly spirit. It is probable that the overtures 
at Berlin were still more precise, for while all that passed with Vienna was 
be ween: the Cabinets, the advances were made at Berlin by an auto- 
Gt letter from the Emperor Napoleon. The anewer from the Cabinet of 

‘ienna to thes- communicat one was given in very general tems, expressing 
satisfaction at having received them, and stating that th- propositions -s to 
the manner of establishing and develoving closer relations betwern France 
and Austria were awaited with great interest. At Berlin the Prussian 

Caninet declared that it highly appreciated the overtures of France base ' on 
relations already establishe:, dad fur her indicated the starting points for 

er e.tension of commercial relations, which Prussia would hail with 
matistaction. The Cavinets of Vi-nna and Kerlin sent their respective 
‘answers Withont communicating on the subject. 

The rest is in the future, but all sorts of motives are imputed. 
‘Time must show what it all means. 

Upou the second point it has long been noticed that a much 
closer intimacy has been springing up between the Courts of 
the Tuileries and St. Petersburg, and it has been known that a 
correspondence has been going on respecting the conduct of 
Turkey, and how far she has kept or utterly disregarded the 
treaty by which she bound herself at the close of the Crimean 
war in 1856, to behave better to the Christian population in- 
habiting her territories. There is no question that in many re- 
Spects tne treaty has been to the poor “infidel dogs” (as the 
mild Turks call us) nothing but a cruel delusion. It has there- 
fore been determined to hold a conference upon the subject, 
and it is reported that Lord John Russell, to the great satisfac- 
tion of both Frauce and Russia, has intimated, on the part of 
the British Government, that he. sees no objection to such an 
inquiry taking place. There is no doubt that the Russian war 
took place, not for the preservation of Turkey, so much as for 
keeping back Russian aggression. Something will, therefore, 
probably be done to ensure the Turks behaving a little better 
in future. They have hitherto shown themselves a terribly bad 

“principled lot from high to low, and it is not surprising that 
their former friends should be getting ashamed of the ac- 
quaintance. Certain it is, thet a French and Russian squadron 
&re going round to the Bospherus. 

Upon the third question, Louis Napoleon is said to maintain 
asolemn silence, It is said that he is aiding the patriots, in 
order to make a throne for the Murats ; that he is going to 
smother the revolution as soon as it suits his purpose ; that— 
but it ais useless repeating all the vague rumours abroad. The 
Probab ility is, that he ie just waiting quietly to see what course 
“wil beet answer his purpose, and that st the present moment 
_he kuows no more for certain than the rest of the world,

The United States’ frigate Roanoke, with the embassy dis- 
patched by the Court of Jeddo to Washington, arrived at Sandy 
Hook on the 9th inst. I[er commander was then intercepted 
by dispatches from the Navy Department, directing him to pro- 
ceed to Hampton Roads, Virginia, where a vessel would be in 
readiness to convey them to their destination.

Sir Charles Trevelyan seems to take his stand on the old traditions an’ 
theories on which India ba. been governed for the last hundred years, His 
cause is strengt ened by the adhesion of ! ord Ell-nborough, who said em 

hhatically on Tuesday e-en ng that the evil would be, not the publication of 

‘ir Charles Trevelyan’s opinions, but the neglect to foltow hiv advice. Sir 
Charles Trevelyan s ems thoroug ly imbued with the notion, 90 tamiliar to 
the mind of old Indians, that no increase of the revenue is to be looked for 
jn Ind a, at least to any conside able extent. Itis, in fact, a constant quan- 
tity, which may fluc uate a little between the two extremes, but n t s0 high 
‘as to throw poor land out of condition, and a re:t so low as to make t.e 
tenant a proprietor with the Government, Between the two poles the 
Tevenue may oscillate, but beyond that, according to him, it can never 

. It is surprising that the Government has lived during the past share of 
fr, and upon land, with a little aid from the opium and tie ra!t monopolies, 
from a tax on workmen's tool and spirituous liquors, the Government must 
continue tolive. Tnere isa deficit, certainly. but that deficit must be met 
and subdued by greater economy. Taxation is, according to this school, the 
greates: of ail mischiefe, and unything short of the dissolution of the Go- 
wvernmen isto be sub uitted to rather than incur it; but, if we are to have 
taxation, then we ouzht, according to Sir Cha les Trevelyan, to dismiss from 
us as fatal and delusive the ites of making t uniform. India is a vast con- 
tinent, covered by races of different creeds, languages a d manners, The 
tax-tion which would be fair to one would be crush ng and ov rpowe ing to 
another people. Bengal wou'd submit to th t-which would make the Pan- 
jab fly toarms. The same measure cannot be dealt out to Ta jore a d Raj- 
pootana. If we are to try any system of taxation which has not hitherto 
been attempted, we ought financially to divide the country, and apportion 
the load to the ability which each province may possess to bear it. Thus 

eake the voice of Indian experience and tradition in the minute of Sir 

harles Trevelyan. Mr. W leon, on the other hand, takes his stand, not 
on ancie +t Indian traditions, but on the p inc:ples of financial science as un- 
derstood and practised in England. So far fiom admitting tne notion of a 
financial sub ivis on, Mr. Wilson declares the greatest ‘ault of the Indian 
‘system to be the want of a central check on departmental expenditure. He 
believes, mo eover, that it is vuin to look for a financial equilibrium if the 
revenue be not placed under the same contro! as the expenditure, He 
would no more dream of making a distinction i th- matter of taxation be- 
.tween Bengal and the Punjab than letwe n Kent and Yorke ire. Wih 
equal strctness he repudiates the idea of exceptions! and local taxes, and 
raises an 1come-tax, a tr detax, and a tobacco-tax with as litte ¢ mpunc- 
-tion as Mr. Tuva tes experiences when he makes a shilling rate on the 
household rs of the metropolis. If some people have less than othe s, they 
/Will have | as to pay; the saddle will tit itself to the back of every horse, 
-Mr. Wilson allows nothing for the superior fierceness or independence «f 
different races. We are strong enough, he believes, to coer e the most re- 
fractory, and there is no occasion for us to remit through fear that which we 
are well able to take by force. Tohim a division into distr cts for the pur- 
pose of taxa ion would be a g oss and palpatle njustive, which would create, 
by its obvious inequality, more di-content than it remove: by its deference 
for the prejudice. of the less manage ble races, Mr. Wilson does not be- 
lieve in fill ng up t e deficit by economy ; nor does he consider the revenue 
as excl sively de ivable from land, ani theref re as mcapable of increase. 
‘He believes in the possibility of stimulating the ‘rade, developing the re- 
sources, calling forth the industry, and increasing the revenue -f India ; 
and these .hings he can only do through a greatly increased expenditure on 
railroads, irrigation, education, the admin stration of justice, and the im- 
‘provement of the police. Between tl-ese two antagonists our readers must 
choose as information or inclination leads them. bu: Mr, Wilson has this 
decided aiva tage —that the Government of India is distinctly pledged in 
his favonr,and tha’ it has thus become the duty even of those who least 
agree in his views zea'‘ously to support them. — 7'tmes, 


THE USE AND ABUSE OF COLONELCIES. 

The rehabilitation of the British army has been mainly the work of the 
nation itsel , speaking brough the p.ess. There has, we admit, been little 
cause of complai:.t of lite. The auth rities seem to have seen the rot-en- 
nees of “.he system,” and to have been converted to the opinions which were 
at first so unpopular with the miitary world. But we must not expect to 
advance too quickly. The “od Adam” of favouritism and jobbing has 
evidently no: y t been «ntirely put «ff, and we have to animadvert on a 
backs iding which deserves a temperate hu firma imonition. The re.enerate 
Horse Guards has fal en back into its «1d practives. Nothing that was: 0:e 
in the bad days before 1854 could be more reprehensible thin the appointment 
of Major General Grey to the command of a iegimeut, In commenting on 
these cases we know that we must necessarily excite a great d al of bitter- 
ness and animosity, Among tose who abuse the Jims probably not one 
in a hundred owes his prejudice to any conduct of ours on a public question. 
We may say, then, that to a; point to the command of a regim: nt a gentle- 

, man who for many years past bas been a mere uo.ninal soldier is a gross i::- 
| justice to deserving officer , andan injury to the profession, A whie ago 
the same Gaz tle which announcd that the Order of the Bath had been 
conferred upon Sir 11. Havelock for his heroic services announced also that 
the sae honour had been conferred on Colonel Phipps, a gentleman known 
only as holding 9 subordinate office in the Koyal household. Now we have 
Sir Johu Ingl: , .ne undaunt d defender of Lucknow bracketed with Major- 
General Grey, private secretary to Prince Albert—the man who has risked 
_his life u der a tropical climate und against ferocous and implacable foes 
coupled with a gentleman who in the ease o: English palaces has wielded 
no weapon nore formidable than the pen. The contrast affords +c pe for 
disparaging rem.rks as res,ects G neral Grey, not because the Geveral’s 
seivices are unimportant or his positien other than honourable, but bec use 
,he has been un.ttingly, and, as we think, unjustly, rewarded. It is quite 
right that the Prince Consort should hace a secretiry to conduct the large 
correspondence which necessanly falls upon him, nor do we deny that the 
secretary may be properly appointed to any civil office which he is capable 
of filling, Lut military emolumefis shoud be res-rved for those who are 
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acualy soldiers. It cannot be admitted that « man, because he has been 
at one time in active serviee, and has by the custom of the army attained a 
certain rank, should step in and grasp the few prizes which of right belong 
to those who have borne the burden and heat of war. The pay of £600 a- 
year which General Grey will receive as honorary Colonel of the lufis 
would compensate many a Crimean or ‘ndian officer for fatigue, wounds, 
sickness, long separation from friends, and all the other hardships ofga sol- 
diez’s life. A colonelcy is a military snecure, and the only ground for re- 
taining ench appointments is that which bas been often urged—that they 
form the best means of conferring a justly earned pension on distingnished 
officers. Those who by devoting the flawer of their age to the service of 
the eountry in every part of the globe have attained to the rank of Major- 
General have a claim to the colonelcies, and 't is »n abuse «f the powers be- 
lonuing to the Horse-Guards when these appointments are made to reward 
civil or courtly services.— Times.

Friends for the Fireside. By Mrs, Matraews. 2 vols, 
T. C. Newby. 

There have been so many scores of men who, although able 
to write “like an angel,” have nevertheless talked “like poor 
Poll,” that it is always with many misgivings we open a new 
volume of “Table Talk.” It is pretty well understood that 
literary men are no more entitled than the Pharisee was to 
thank God that they are “not as other men are,” and that a 
poet, when “a night-cap binds his brow instead of bay,” is 
neither much handsomer nor much more agreeable than an 
ordinary mortal. Pope was not always apostropbising the 
“Nymphs of Solyma,” but was sometimes like other peevish 
valetudinarians, crouching over the fire cased in half a dozen 
flannel vests, and Heaven knows how many pairs of stockings. 
Richard Steele was not always engaged on moral essays, but 
was often to be found writing paltry excuses to his “ darling 
Prue” from a tavern or a sponging-house, and the correct Mr. 
Joseph Addison himself was not for ever looking at the stars 
and “singing as they shine,” but was (alas, that we should 
have to write it—sometimes singing over his cups. Authors 
are not entirely occupied in climbing “ the steep where Fame’s 
proud temple shines afar,” but are occasionally to be found 
romping with their children or quarrelling with the helpmates, 
and we are quite certain that if a Boswell were always at hand, 
many sayings would be recorded as coarse as Johnson's, 08 
ill-natured as Humboldt’s, and even as silly as any of Boswell’s 
own. We havo all heard of the delights of a breakfast at the 
table of the poet Rogers, but for our part if the dish of ‘ Table 
Talk” which Mr. Moxon has since served up be a fair sample of 
the delicacies, we see no great reason to lament our absence 
from the repasts. At any rate we should not have cared to 
dine on the same day with Mr. Thomas Moore if he was in the 
habit of saying the very stupid things Lord John Russell has 
given him credit for. Nemo mortalivm omnibus horis sapit is 
an aphorism that belongs to the true as well as to the trite, aud 
it is reall) too much to expect us to fall down and worship 
every. time a great man opens his mouth. Experience has 
taught us that the witticisms of the wits require much pruning 
and very careful selection—there is generally more shell than 
kernel—the wheat to be gathered into the garner is as nothing 
compared with the chaff to be swept away. But it is just on 
account of the reason which renders us ordinarily averse to 
books of “Table Talk” that we are able to record our admiration 
of the volumes before us. They do not contain, mixed ina heap, 
the witty and the silly sayings of any one writer; but to use 
a homely, though as our younger reuders will admit an expres- 
sive simile, the plums have been picked out of a hundred other 
literary puddings to enrich that of Mrs. Mathews’. “The 
Friends for the Fireside” have left both their spitefulness and 
their twaddle at home, and he is very fastidious who can find 
much fault with their company. Here and there we have a 
good thing a little too stale—an oft-quoted Sidney Smith or an 
undeniable Joe Miller—indeed, when once again we sturobled 
over Punch’s advice to persons about to marry, we half ex- 
pected Macaulay’s New Zealander would turn up in the next 
page, but, on the whole, we are bound to say that Mrs. Matthews 
has executed her task with taste and judgment, and that it has 
seldom been our lot to read a book of “ Tuble Talk” with higher 
gratification, 





An Old Road and an Old River, By Wiiitam A. Ross. 2 vols, 
T. C. Newby. 

‘We recommend readers of this work not to dwell too long on 

the title page, and to “skip” the dedication and preface, The 

first is pretentious with its Latin and Greek quotations—the 
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second spasmodic, and the third involved. “Here, however, we 
sre happy to say our strictures end, for the book itself is a very 
entertaining one. OF course along “ An Old Road and an Old 
River” we did pot expect much novelty, more particularly when 
we found that the “Old Road” was a German oné, and the 
“Old River” meant the Rhine. Mr. Ross is by no means 
deficient in descriptive power, and the character sketches are for 
the most part felicitously done. It is a* pleasant chatty book, 
and worthy the perusal of those who are not surfeited with the 
subject. i 





The Story of a Lost Life. By Wutjam Pratt. 3 vols.

This is something more than a readable novel. It has been 
written with talent and care, and though it would perhaps be 
too much to say that the success is quite commensurate 
the pains the author as evidently taken, still the result is a 
work superior to nine-tenths of the intellectual food with which 
circulating library readers are supplied.

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TRIAL TRIP OF THE LY-EE-MOON. 


“There eoems ta be scarcely any limit to the progress of 
steam navigation; in the most distant parts where European 
Civilization has penetrated there quickly fellows this great prao- 
tical annihilator of distances.

for a clear deck is apparent, thére being no obstruction beyond 
& very useful house over the companion aft, as a shelter from 
gun or rain, and one forward, made to include a Captaiu’s uavi- 
ating cabin, bath room, and wheel house. The officers’ cabins 
are all below, as also the berths for the sailors and firemen. 
A light top-gallant forecastle is fitted up for live stock. 
The anchors are Trotman’s patent, and are lifted by 
& patent capstan. The after saloon is extremely neat 
and compact, the pannelling containing papier mache views, re- 
presenting the domestic incidents of England, Ireland, Scotland, 
and Wales. In addition to a captain’s cabin, there is accom- 
modation for about ten passengers ; there is also a cabin for 
ladies, and an excellent bath-room, &c. Largo ports are 
fitted with scuttles for bad weather, and by apertures cut in 
the iron masts, ventilation is given into the engimmeroom. The 
masts are slight and graceful, and with the funuels have a mo- 
erate rake ; the foremast carries lower, topsail, and topgallant 
yards. The tri-sails reach to the topmast-head, and give her a 
good spread of canvas. Her four boats are each fitted with the 
patent lowering apparatus of Cliffurd and others, a satisfactory 
trial of which was exhibited, with the vessel going eighteen 
miles. Her decks, stanchions, houses, &c., are all of teak. Her 
armament consists of two 32-pounder guns (56 cwt.), four 
2-pounder ditto (swivels on rail), two Congreve rocket carriages, 
stand of rifles, revolvers, boarding pikes, axes, &c. The 
sponsons have been fitted to work the guns on when required. 
We have omitted to state that she has hawse holes fitted abaft 
for anchoring, and, among the very mauy improvements, both 
* useful and ornamental, it is probable we have omitted others; 
for in every part of the vessel something suggests the un- 





struction, and, for model and speed, she is a most signal 
success—second to none—and does great credit to her enter- 
prising owners, captain, and builders. 

The Ly-ce-Moon is now in the Victoria Docks, and will 
proceed tp Hong Kong in about two weeks, calling at St.

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AMERICAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 


- Arter Great Britain the United States carry on the largest 
trade with China, but with them the balance of trade is also 
adverse, as there is little that they can supply to the Chinese, 
while they are large customers for tea. It will be interesting to 
our merchants to trace down the course of trade, and to mark 
the progress of American shipping and commerce in that 
quarter ; and as by their treaty they have liberty to trade under 
neutral privileges at all the open ports, the present war is not 
likely to interfere with their commerce, but may possibly pro- 
mote it. 

“Commercial relations between the United States and China date from 
a period asearl as 1784. In the month of February of that year the 
Empres of China, a ship of three hundred and sixty tona, sailed from 
New Yo k for Canton, and returned the following year with a rich and 
Valuable carvo. ‘Ihe succe-s, as well as th- novelty of this adventure, at- 
tracted no little attention shroughout the country. The ensuing year ano- 
ther voyage was made ina +mzll vessel of only eighty four tons burden, 
with equal success, Merchants were soon induced to engage in an enter- 
Prise which promised the most flattering results; nnd as early as 1789, five 
years after the American flag had first entered the Chines: seas, fifteen 
‘Amer‘can ship: !ad arrived at Canton. A commercial treaty with China 
was concluded July 3, 1844, and proclamation was made by the Vresident 
April 18, 1846. It was not limitd as to duration; the United States, 
however, reserving the right, after the expiration of twelve years f om the 
date of the convention, to open negotiations, should it be deemed necessary 
to do 20, for such mod:fications in the articles relati_g to commerce and vavi- 
gation as may be requisite. By tat treaty vessels of the United States 
could enter any of the five ports open to joreign commerce, viz., Ca ton, 
‘Amoy, Foo-chow-Foo, Ningpo, and Shanghai, but vo other ports, under 
penalty of confiscation «f vessel and cargo. 1t was provided, howe er, that 
‘yeasels forced in any way to take refuge in any port other than the free ports, 
shall receive friendly treatment and the means of safety and security. The 
tonna e cutis w re, on vessels of over 150 tons, 5 mace , 70 cents) per ton ; 
150 or under, 1 mace (14 4-5 cents}, paid only at oe por. The impor- 
tation of opium was prohibited, but a large contraband trade was regularly 
carried on in thatar icle through the connivame of Chinese officials, toth 
English and American vessels being engaged in this trade, but privcipally 
the f rmer.” 

By the last American treaty, signed at Tien-tsin in June, 
1858, consuls may be appointed at each of the ports open to 
trade, and the Minister of the United States may visit and 
sojourn once in a year at the capital when he has any im- 
portant business, and confer with the members of the Privy 
Council. He may go by land or by the Pciho, but must not 
take in American vessels cf war; boats will be sent to convey 
him. The tariff dutics to be }aid on imports and exports are 
the same as agreed to by the former treaty of Whanghi, except 
as thesc may be modified by treaties with other nations, 
The tonnage dues are reduced to four mace (56 cents) per 
ton on vessels over 150 tons, and one mace per ton if under 
that tonnage, payable only at one port. Dutics payable by 
merchants of the United States are to be received either in 
sycee silver or in foreign moncy at the exchange of the day. 
Art. 26 provides for the neutral rights of American ships to 
enter ports in time of war. The religious rights and freedom of 
missionary teaching are conceded to Protestants and Catholics. 
The extortion of all legal fees is prohibited, 

It will be seen from the following return of the general com- 
merce of the United States with China since 1821, that while 
the exports fell off from one-third to one-half in value (with 
the exception of the latest ycars given, 1857 aud 1858, when it 
recovered), the imports have more than trebled. 





States and Chins is of two kinde ; direct, carried on generally on American 
account, and constituting the basis of the treasury reports as respects Ame- 
rican trade with China; and indirect, or that carried on by the Americans 
between China and oth r parts of the world. Of this latter trade no official 
accounts are retumed to t e treasury department—. fact that will account 
for the apparent large balances of trade against the United States, given in 
the annoal reports from that department.

In 1789 there were ouly fifteen American ships engaged in 
the China trade out of 86 foreign vessels. In 1834, 70 out of 
253 arrived at Canton. In 1844, 57 of 23,273 tons; and in 
1845, 83 of 38,658 tons. In 1852 the American tonnage in 
Shanghai exceeded that of any other nation, The number of 
British vessels was 102, with a tonnage of 32,700 tons, and of 
American vessels 72, with a tonnage of 40,365 tons. 
The whole amount of tonnage was 76,900, and the num- 
ber of vessels 187. The value of the imports in Ame- 
rican vessels at Shanghai, in 1855, was £272,708, and of 
the exports, £5,396,417. In 1856 there wero 68 American 
vessels engaged in the trade at Shanghai, which took away ex- 
ports valued at £871,000, of which there was 21,000,000 lbs 
in tea, and 1,188 bales of silk, In 1857 the tonnage which. 
cleared from the United States for Chinese ports was 59,549 
tons, As tea is so important an article of supply to the 
United States, we shall trace down the progress of the trade, 
Taking decennial periods we find that the imports of tea _ 
into the United States from China have been as follows -—

The Americans, it will be secn, have a great prefereuce for 
the coloured or green teas. Among the black teas included in 
the above figures are Congou and Souchong, Caper, Pouchong, 
Oolong and Vongyong, Flowery Pekoe, Orange Pekoe, &c., and 
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among the green teas are enumerated Twankay, Hyson Skin, 
Hyaon, Young Hyson, Imperial, and Gunpowder. . In 1831 the 
importation of tea into the United States amounted to 
5,182,867 Ibs., valued at 2,788,353 dollars; in the following 
years, when tea was admitted duty free, the price fell gradually 
from 37} cents per Ib. to £34 cents, and now the rates speak 
for themselves, The importation, after the reduction of duty, 
rose as follows :—

Since 1844 there is an ad valorem duty charged on teas im- 
ported from other countries than the place of production, but 
the quantity so imported is not large. Let us now glance at 
the consumption in the States, which is, however, pretty fairly 
shown by the average imports, for there is not much stock held 
on hand, The Americans are the largest consumers of coffee 
and tea (principally coffee) of any other nation. In the nine 
years ending with 1858, the aggregate consumption of tea in the 
United States was 285,309,280 lbs. ; in the United Kingdom 
in the same period, it was 549,656,806 lbs. It is not probable 
that the consumption of tea in the United States, where it 
pays no duty, and is a cheap article as compared with other 
countries, is much affected in ordinary years by price. It will 
therefore approximate very near to the truth to apportion this 
aggregate consumption according to population. By the census 
of the United States the ratio of increase in cach decade has been 
very uniform, varying only between 32 and 36 per cent., and 
averaging 344. Assuming the mean ratio from 1850, we have 
the following result —

While the consumption of Great Britain and the United States 
has been constantly increasing, with scarcely any check from 
the Crimean war or the panic of 1857, the power of production 
in China, as shown by the imports of the last five years, would 
seem to be diminished, notwithstanding the stimulus of high 
prices in 1857.

OF the exports of 1858, 12,000,000 lbs. were the production 
of the previous year, detained in Canton by the war and block- 
ade. We have looked at the subject more in a commercial 
than in a fiscal and economic point of view, but some curious 
deductions would arise from an investigation of the effect of 
duty and price in influencing consumption of coffee and tea— 
dietetic beverages which enter so largely into use in North 
America generally, as well as in Great Britain.

EAST INDIA COMPANY, 


A special general meeting of this company was held on the 16th inst., at 
the India-house, Leadenhall-steeet, for the purpose of taking -nto considera- 
tron the correspondence between the Secretary of State for India in Coun- 
cil and the Court of Directors relative to the futne management of the 
aff irs of the Company ; Colonel Skyes, Chairman of the Boar. of Directors, 
in the ¢' air, 

The Chairman said the meeting had been specially called for the purpose 
of taking into consideration a subject of vital impor ance to the Company, 
‘A correspondence had taken place between the Board of D rectors nnd the 
Secretary of Stae in Council for India on the subject of a Bill which the 
Sccretary of State had signified it to be his intentio: to bi into Parlias 
ment, in « rder to take out of the hands of the Rat India Company the 
power of managing its own affairs and to transfer that power to the (jovern- 
ment. It was exyected that the Bill would | ave been already i troduced, or at 
least that a copy of it would have been sent to the Boars of Directors ; but 
‘as neither of these things have taken place it was not in the power of the 
present meeting to argue upon facts; they were left, therefore, to 
simply according to what might be their own impressions. Aft-r a brief 
review of the provisions of the Act of 1833, by which the monopoly of the 
China trade possessed by the Company was ab-lished, and of the provisions 
of the Act of 1855, which altered the constitution «f the Board of Directors, 
the hon, and gallant gemlem-n referred to the Act of 1857 by which the 
government of India was taken out of the hand. of the Bast India Com- 
pany altogether, ‘the whole property of the Company was taken from 
them, the very house in which tney were then assembled itself included. 
His impression had always been that the India-huse was part fthe assets of 
the Com,any avd he was confirmed in that beief by Sr Charles Grey, 
who was of opinion that so long as the Company continue! a corporate 
body it could n t be left without a domicile. Nevertheless, the Company 
was at present in this condition:—they were a cr orate body witha 
capital of 12 millions of money ; which 12 millions they might within one 
twelvermonth of the passing of the Act have demanded from t e Government, 
and have carried on trade with iti they had thought proper to dos»; butthey 
bad agreed to a:cept £630,000 per annum, toget«r with the wuardian-hip of 
the s:curity fund, I. case of a failure in the revenue of India, he Court of 
Directors had a right to go to the security fund wherewith to pay the divi- 
dends, That waa vast power, for b-tween this and the year 1874 nobody 
could tell what wo Id be the state of India, or wh-ther there woulu be any 
revenue from India outof hich to pay their divi'ends. But by way of 
economy—a ap cies of economy which a mere bucks er would repudiate— 
and in order to save the paltry sum of £1,800 per annum, the Secretary of 
State for India was going to bring ina [sill to remove the last vestige of 
power out o: the hands of the Company. and to wipe out its very name, 
leaving it nothing but a nominal existence under the charter. Such was the 
arrangement that was now contemplated. 

dur. Crawshay was of opinion that the Court were in a position to come 
to a determination as to the course they ought to take without graiting far 
any farther information, ‘The Secretary of State for India had given them 
no ice that he should apply to Parliament for power to transfer certain 
affa re connected with the Rast India Company t» the Bank of Ingland. 
Now, the proposition he should submit to the Court was that that proposal 
constituted an unnecessary and indefensible interference with their private 

irs, He couldn t wut apprehend that the object of making such a pro- 
posal as that which was contemplated was to stri:e a blow at the very ex- 
istence -f the Compa»y. The hon. proprietor concluded by moving— 

“ ‘ht the proposal of the Secretary of State in Council ior Inia to apply 
to Parliament for powers to interfere with the arrangement of tne private 
affairs o this Company is wholly unnecessary and indefensible.” 

Dr. Beattie seconded the motion, which was agreed to unanimously. 

Mr. Crawsbay then moved,— 

“ That it is requisite for the safe management of the Company's affairs 
that the func ions of the Court of Directors be vigilantly preserved and 
exe:cised,”” 

The motion was seconded by Captain Shea, and also unanimously 
agreed to, 

Mr. Crawshay further moved,— 

“ That notice having been given by the Secretary of State in Council for 
India of the termination of the existing arrangement between the Council 
and the Company, it is necessar. that the directors should prepare proposals 
for the future management of the Company's affairs, such yroposals to be 
submit ed to a general Court of the Last India Company.” 

Captain Shea seconded the moton. General Evevest sid one important 
point oug’t not to be overlook: d—namely, that not only did their dividends 
depend upon the surplus revenue of India, but that the proprietors had a 
prior rigit to all payments not required for India, That was a matter 
which none could manage so well asa body of their own direc ors. If they 
once admitted the Secretary of State to administer the dividends the offi- 
cials and cl.rks of his own department would. either directly or indirectly, 
obtain priority over the proprietors, and their claim would be violated. The 
tesulution was then agrecd to. 

Mr. Crawshay said he had had a communication with the Chairman pre- 
viously to the meeting, and he unders ood that it was the wish of the 
directors that the proprietors should interest themselves in these matters. 
He mi.ht, by way of explanation, observe that the proposal to go to the Bank 
ot England actually originated with the Company a year and a half ago. 
He therefore proposed the ‘ollowing resolution :— 

“That it is desirable the Court of Directors should make such arrange- 
ments with the Bauk «f England as may be expedient.” 

‘The motion was reconde: and agreed to, as were also the two following : — 

“That it is desirable, in case any arrangement be made with tre Bank of 
England, that duplicates of all transfers be kept with the secretary of the 

jomp ny. 

“That it is essential that the warrants for dividends be signed by the 
directors, 

“ That every exertion be made to continue the Company's offices at the 
Indin-house, and to provide further accommodation for the directors and 
Proprietors, 

“That the directors be requested to petition under the seal of the Com- 
pany, against any Act of Parl:ement, or any clauses of any Act of Parlia- 
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ment, which will interf re in any degree with the rights of the corpo ation 
‘as by law established, and to oppose the same by every means in their 


wer,”

East Inpian Emtoration.—Some papers lately laid before Parliament 
ivean account of the emigration of labourers from Ind:a into the West 
indies and British Guinna, Durin the filteen years commencing with 1845, 

14,185 men, women, and -hildren, have embarked at Calcutta for «rinidad 
(two thiras of them men), and the mortality during the three months’ passage 
‘Was no more than 4°6 per cert. during the first twelve ye.rs; but after that 
period the death-rate at sea increa ed b: yond all previous experience, and 
amounted on 5,379 since embarked to 18-4 1er cent, the proportion being 
larger among the women, avd stil heavier among the children, This is 
attributed to de;r-ssing circumstances, The most alarmi.g reports were 
circulated respecti g the destination of these coolies, calculated to impress 
them with the most melancholy forebodings it was ssid that the English 
Government, to avenge the slanghter of Ruropeaus in India, bnd selected 
the emig ant shps as the n-ost convenient and least suspicious mode of carry- 
ing off the natives to sea, ana there destroying them by hundreds, without 
the possibility of a sivgle soul returning to tell the tale. A similar mortality 
‘wok place among the Calcutta emigrants to Br tish Guiana. Among the 
emigrants from Madras the mortality :as been very much smaller. The 
difference, however, between various Calcutta ships in regard to the mor- 
tality on board has been very great indeed, almost startling, and sometimes 
the death» h.v.e ben most nume ous where the passag has be-n the 
shortest. It may be supposed x» fearful mortal ty on the voyage removes all 
the weak, and the unnual death-rate among ‘ndian immigrant. a ter landing 
in Trimdad ha been du ing the last three years only 1-6 per cent. per 
annum—a rate w: should be vers glad to see in England. Supposing this 
to continue during the remainder of the five years of industrial residence, 
these immigrants wall have los: 21-3 per cent, of their number in a three 
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months’ passag and uve years’ resivence, and the avera e ennaal ate of 
mortality among similar clase in Ca cutta is deseribed as 4-4 per ceitts 
which would indicate a loss of 38-1 er cent in the cam riod, if tw 
had stayed at home The loss on the passage during be great Ir: 
exodus to the tates is stated to have been 17-5 per cent.

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THE NEW TELEGRAPH TO AMERICA. 


A deputation waited on Lord Palmerston in reference to the 
new electric line for connecting America, with a view of obtain- 
ing the assistance of Government in carrying out a perfect 
survey of the whole route which is intended to be laid down 
via Faroe Isles (Danish), Iceland and Greenland, os already 
noticed in previous numbers of this journal. Colonel Shaffuer, 
Sir Edward Belcher, aud Captain Young, who have explored the 
Arctic regions, attended. His lordship requested that a detailed 
statement should be drawn up as to the preciso assistance re- 
quired of Government. The following is a description of the 
route :— 

It is at present intended that the European terminus shall be in the 
north of Scotland, whence the cable will be laid to the Faroe Island-, a 
distance of 230 miles, and thence to Iceland, a short length of 280 miles 
more, A land line then proceeds across part of Icela d to join the 
submarine cable on the western coast of that island, n-ar or at th town of 
Beikiavik, whence the cable is intended to proceed direct to the southern 
end of Greenland—a distance of between ‘00 and 600 miles; then, crossing 
by land lines from the enstern shore of Gre nlund to Julian-haab, a 
submerged line leads from that town to Hamilton's Inlet, on the coast of 
Labrador, a distance of nbout 600 m:les more. Short land lines then con- 
tinue the whole to the shores of the St Lawrence, and are there placed in 
junction with those that traverse the United States, 


A meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, Lon- 
don, and China, also took place, Mr. W. Howard presiding. The 
annexed report was carried unanimously :—

The Directors of the late bank in 
Bombay, who have had the s»le control of the winding-uo of t' at institution, 
have avprised the Court that a considerable reduction wii. have to be made 
from the reserve fond of the late bank, befure it is hande over t» the Char- 
tered lank. In the mean time the Court have set apart the -um of £20,000 
from the profits of the past year, as a commencement of the reserve fund of 
this bank. :

The Australian Mail service is once more about to be altered. 
The Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company find that they 
cannot make the service pay, at the preseut amount of the sub- 
sidy (£180,000 a year), and they have therefore intimated to 
Government their intention of throwing up the contract. Tho 
monthly communication with Australia, however, is not to be 
discontinued, for the Company have submitted a new plan to 
the Government, entailing a total subsidy of only £120,000 a 
year. Upon this plan it appears the Company intend to act, 
the colonial moiety of the subsidy having already been guaran- 
teed by the culony of Victoria alone. The Company undertake 
to maintain a monthly service between Melbourne (only) and 
Point de Galle (Ceylon), in connection with one of the bi-monthly 
lines of postal steamers which now convey the India and China 
mails. At Point de Galle the Australian mails will be trans- 
ferred to the Indian steamers. The only port between Mel- 
bourne and Point de Galle at which the Australian packets will 
touch will be King George's Sound, for coaling purposes. The 
conveyance of the Sydney, Adelaide, and other intercolonial 
mails to and from Melbourne must be performed by steamers 
chartered for the purpose by the several colonial governments, 
as the Peninsular and Oriental Compavy’s packet, instead of 
making a tour of the colonies, will arrive at and sail from Mel- 
bourne alone. The principal remonstrance against the altcra- 
tion will probably emanate from New South Wales and South 
Australia, It is intended that the new arrangement shall come 
into operation with the mail leaving Australia on the 22nd of 
July, and with tho mail leaving England on the 20th-26th of 
June. Consequently, the Junc mail via Southampton will leave 
England on the 20th instead of the 12th, and the outward mail 
via, Marseilles will go on the 26th instead of the 20th. Instruc- 
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tions to this effect have been sent out to the Company's agents 
in Australia by the mail of this day. 

The meeting of the Provincial Bank of Ireland has taken 
place, when the dividend declared was at the rate of 20 per cent, 
per annum, or 8 per cent. ordinary dividend, and. 12 per cent. 
bonus.. The proceedings were altogether of a congratulatory 
nature, the course of operations and results being highly grati- 
fying. , ; ; 

A progpectus has been issued of the Himalayan Tea Company, 
with a capital of £250,000 in £20 shares. The object is to 
cultivate tea in the hill districts of India, and, to purchase the 
Government experimental plantations. The recent report of 
the Committee on Colonization. and Settlement in India demon- 
strated that this branch of production may be attended with 
suceess ; while, so far as local consumption is concerned, the 
growers will now have the additional advantage of a 10 per cent. 
Dounty, tea being included among the articles on which Mr. 
Wilson has established protective duties. 

There are English interests of some importance in Sicily, not 
merely in connection with the wine produce, but also in the 
preparation of silk at Messina and elsewhere ; but our general 
trade with the entire Neapolitan dominions is comparatively 
small, Our exports to Naples and Sicily last year were under 
£1,200,000, and our imports thence only £1,632,000. 


A curious instance of sharpness, distinguished by a Trans- 
atlantic element, has been furnished in the history of a recent 
railway company, called the Buenos Ayres and San Fernando— 
a London undertaking, in which some citizens of the United 
States have taken a very prominent part. It was introduced 
several weeks back, and, as it enjoys a guarantee from the 
Buenos Ayres Governtient for only twenty years, most persons 
would have expected that the attempt to float it would, so far 
as the general public were concerned, end: in failure. Before 
the allotment, however, the shares, which are of £10 each, 
went to a small premium, and subsequently to 4 per cent. be- 
fore the shares were allotted, and on application by the brokers 
they received but a small portion of the number applied for. 


The committee of the Stock Exchange have terminated their 
inquiry on the Pullinger frauds. The resolution adopted is that 
the four members who acted for him as brokers—Messrs. Robert 
Johnston, Theodosius Uzielli, Sheldon, and Braddock—are to 
be suspended from admission to the House, the first three till 
the 25th of March next, when the annual election takes place, 
and they can be again admitted or rejected at the pleasure of 
the members, and the last for three months.

@ieposition to deny that it wa- desirable to have a route by the Red Sea: but 
the uncertainties of that course were always palpabl>, and the argument 
wae that an alternative communication should be secu ed, an also th-t if 
‘one was (o be commenced before the other, it should be that which would be 
the cheapest, te most speedy of constractiou, and the safest from the chances 
of accident,” 

Intelligence has been received since of the working of the 
cable from Suez to Kurrachee, and it is most probable, as inti- 
mated in our last, that the fault was in the instrument and 
not in the cable, The line from Kurrachee to Aden is at work 
for Government messages only for the present. 


The Suez-Aden line having gone wrong north of Perin, is 
under repairs, the Jmperador steamship being employed for the 
Purpose, as noticed in our last. The last news received states 
that the line will probably be in working ,order by the end of 
this month. : 

‘The Singapore and Rangoon line is postponed, to be laid in 
February by Mesers. Glase, Elliot, and Co. Three iron steamers 
are building by Messrs, Palmer, of Newcastle, specially to take 
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oat the cable. A great many tenders for laying tne cable have 
been received by the Government, and Messra. Glass’s has been 
hocepted. Nearly 1,200 knots of the wire of this eable are 
manufactured, and over 400 are covered with iron at Messrs, 
Glass's worke,'where the arrangements are very complete, and 
the work is progressing, we understand, to the satisfaction of 
the Government engineers, Messrs. Gisborne and Forde. 

The Australian Government have granted a subsidy to pro- 
long the Rangoon, Singapore, and Batavia cable to Sidney and 
Melbourne, but it is feared that the terms offered are insufficient 
to raise the capital in this country. Melbourne has, however, 
declared herself so strongly in favour of this Tine that better 
terms are sure to be granted when the necessity arises.
